Thus far, the Secretary of the Treasury has
had small power from ('ongress to contract the
currency. ‘Tue laws passed at the late session
tied his {mnds; but, under such power as he did

ossess, he has retired the revenue fand of
g;o.ono.mm. issued to redeem temporary loans,
and $10,000,000 which Congress permitted him
to withdraw within six months after the 12th of
April. A few millions, under the clause pros
viding for monthly contraciion, have also been
withdrawn; yet there are yow about $880,000,000
legal-tenders in circulation. Gola closed on 8at-
urday st (137§, and a little arithmetic will, soow
Liow mogh specte these $380,000,000 represent,
Qurdollars are nolt dollars, sod pretend to a
value they do not possess. With this inflated
currenoy Lhere can be no stability of prices, and
the ordinary foresight of commerce ls ever
liable to be baffled by a rumor in the streetl, or a
fulse telegram from Wuslnlnqi.uu.

do not suppose that there are any bold enough
to advoeate the perpetuation of paper currency,
but we know that men like this Chlcago com-
mittee practically sirive to seoure it by objeet.

opinion, always too soon to begin. In our
judﬁment, a day is approaching when it will be
too Iate to resume ecpecie payment by steady
and sure contraction—when the paper balloon
will suddcnl{vburst from the excess ot its own
inflation. ¢ would prevent a revolution
beyond our control by beginning while we have
the power to direct it.

Mr. McCulloch, in his report, urges the neces-
sty of contraction and specle payments, and
weo trust his wrguments will have more weight
with Congress than the lobbying of Chicago
committecs, Existing restriction nupon the
power of the Secrclary to withdraw legal-
tenders should be loosened, Congress can do
the country no worse service than to let the
mistakes of last spring govern_the legislation of
this winter, At least, Iot us fiave a nning;

Reconstruction of the South De Novo—
The Last and Fiual Plan,
From the Herald.

The important bill for the reconstruction of
North Caroline from the very foundution, which
Mr, Stevens introdueed in the House of Repre-
sentatives on lust Thursday, is the last, most
thorough, and we think final plan of settling the
whole question of SBouthern restoration, It is
comprehensive and both liberal and conserva-
tive at the same time, It leaves no room for
quibbling about pretended rights based upon a
state of things anterior to the Rebellion and
gubjugation of the South, It deals frankly and
directly with the actunl condition and status of
that section of country. It is, we are persuaded,
the surest and readicest way to restore the South
within the shortest time practicable,

This bill, it is true, only provides for ‘‘re.
eatablishing civil government in Nortu Carolina,
to enable ﬁ' to resume its former relations as
one ol the constituent States of the American
Union;” but it is undoubtedly the plan in sub-
stance which is to be applied to all the other
Rebel States.  And although it was introduced in
aquiet, unosténtatious manner, *“at the request,”
a8 Mr. Stevens said, ‘‘of several gentlemen
from North Caroling,” 1t was evidently caretully
prq;ared. and endorsed by the domivnant party
in Congress as & platform ana basis of generil
action. in introdocing this measure, framed
bg the mind of & statesman, Mr, Stevens has
abandoned the role he sometimes takes of an
extreme radical partisan, snd iz made the
leader of a great party for carrying out a grand
and comprehensive policy. The bill was reterred
to the Committee on Territories, but we suppose
it will mot lie there long. In all pmbubtilty it
will soon be brought before Congress agzain,
when the whole question of reatoration will be
dlscussed and disposed of for all (ke other Rebel
States as well as lor North Csroling,

The preamble of the bill declares that the
citizens of North Carolina did rebel and vio
ienui “sot pside and destroy the organizel con-
stitfutional Government of the said State,” This
Is directly in conflict with the theory ol the
President, upon which the whole ot his pro-

ramme of reconstruction was foinded. He

eld that the functions of the Rebel States were
only suspended and not destroyed, Bul this
theory, whethor sound or unsound, has no prac-
tical valae now. The Congress of the United
States, which alone has the power to define the
statlus of these States and to refuse or admit
them to be restored, thinks proper to declare
that, after having put down the Hebellon, it
“fnds no government organized or offiorrs
qualified, according to the requirements of the
Coustitution of the United Siates,” in the Robel
States, Itis then assumed that the action of
the President throughout in the Southern States
was under the war power and martial law, for
the purpose of ‘'preserving peace and order und
of relieringlnhh- subordinate military officers
from exvcuilng details of civil reculations,” and
that now *‘it 15 the duty of Cougress by luw to
cauge to be organized & Government, repuuli-
can o form, bused on the elvil and law making
power of the nation.”

This is the whole argument on the part of
Congress upon which that body proposes to act,
It is not even sald that the President exceeded
msduly,[no{ is it ttmu:):ﬁfdllhntlwuu he did was

egal, In faect, the lizee so lar every-
thing he has done, Bt ueq: claimed that hr‘
was nol competent to complete the work of
restoiation, apnd that, consequently, the law-
making power of the nation—the Congress of
the United States—has to finish It In dolog
this that body, by the terms of Mr, Stevens' bill,
deems it properio begin d¢ novo—at the foun-
dation of ‘all government fn this country —that
is, by a regular constituent eonvention chosen
by the body of the people. This couvention is
to frame 8 constitution, republican In form,
under which, when approved by Congress, the
State will be entitled Lo claim admlssion, and
the peosllc “all the priviloges and jmmunities
apperiaining to the citizens of the other States
of the Unjon.”

We are struok with the broad and liberal 0ro-
vislons of thiy blil with regard to tue suilrage,
In the election ol delegates to the sovergien
Convention to form & State. Government, 1t s
provided ‘that all male resident oltizens of the
age of twenty-one years, without dietinction of
race or Ixr who can read or write, or who
may-own foe real estate of the assessed value
of one hundred dollars or more,” shall he
allowed o vote, This is more libersl than the
suffrage law of New York for the neero. Yet we
kuow that few, comparatively, will be both
liwral and conservatlve. Bat with regard Lo

The” bill provides for an eclection of dele-
gates gon the 18t of next May, and for the
arsembling of the Convention on the 20th of the
same month, It is to be hoped that Congress
will 1eport a bill or bills for all the Rebel
Statee to be pul through the proeces of reorsani-
#alon at the same time, and in a similar manner,

In the eoneluding clause of the bl the Presi.
dent Is authotized, and 1t is made “*his daty 5o
to dispose and employ the military and naval
forces as to entoroe the prompt and efficient
execution of the provisions of the act."

Thue, then, the Inte Rebel Sgales are to bhe
forced, by the supreme power of Congress, to
return 1o toeir s/afug in the Unlon, They will
not be sllowed to keep the country in a digor-
ganized condition to gratily their sullen and
ridicunlous opposition, or 1o indulge thelr absurd
hair-splittiog  quibvles about constitutional
riehts which have no real existence. The loyal
Stutes are tired of the present abuormal state of
things, and will foree restoration upon the
people they etill hold nnder subjugation.

The Awuthority of Con
Reconstruction of 1

From the Times,

Mr, Stevens' Bbill in the House, and Mr.
Sumner's resolutions in the Senate, ro'se the
Southern question in o form that will compel
Congress to determine specifically the prineiples
and the policy to be pursued. Iu this respect,
both are useful. For, though the action pro-
poeted by Mr, Stevens seems somewhat in ad-
vance of the requirements of the case, seelng
that Mr, Spaulding’s resolution in regard to the
Constitutional amendment iz yet before the
Reconstrnetion Committee, the time for gon-
gidering the general aspect of the question has
undoubtedly arrived. If, as is boileved, the ses-
sion should not close without & finul ndjustment
of the question, a consideration ol the principles
involved 18 now m order,

Hach ol the proposit.ons At prescut before
Cosgress proceeds upon a distinet basis, M,
Spauld vg would throw upon the Boutliern Stutey
the onus of determining whether they shall be
restored to the Union or remain as now, subject
to its burdens wh.le depcived of its privileges.
He proposes only to exact the ratideation of the
pending amendment, with evidence superadded
that the forms of local government are “‘not
inconsistent with the Constitution ot the United
States.” The chance to return on these coudis
tions is offergd, and the purpose of Con ress in
affording 1t is o be declared. The inlerence is,
that the South may or may rof be restored; the
sole corlmnty Leing that it caniot escape the
Jurisdietion of the Federsl Governmeut or the
obligationg it imposes, nor evade the penaltics
inieparable from exciusion.

Mr, Stevens, on the conirary, as:crts that the
Southern States are States no more—that they
ceased to be such, ns members of the Union,
when their citizens rebelled against Unlon
authority—that they are destitute ol properly
organized Governmenis—and that the United
States, haying subdued the Rebellion, is ealled
upon to provide for the organlzation of locul
eivil asthority. The doctrine of State suicide
is not, indecd, explicitly aflirmed by Mr, Ste-
vens in bis bill; but that itis the animuating
principle of the measure is made evident by the
terms in which North Carolina is designated in
the preamble and slso in the body of the enact-
mwent, “Said district formerly comprising the
State of North Carolina,” is the phrase em-
ployed, and it Is susceptivle of no other inter-
pretation than that the State, as sach, has
censed Lo exist,

The resolutions of Mr. Bumner aftlircm what we
fnke to be indisputable—*‘the jurisdiction ot
Congress over the whole subjeet.,” Thoy turther
declare the illcgality of the ezisting Govern-
menis i ihe Retel Siates, the absence o' all
right ou their pmt to reprcsentation in Con-
gress or 1o vole on Constitutional amendments,
nud *“the duty ot Congress to procred with the
work of reconstruction” on s eertain mdicated
prineciple,

The dut]y of proceed ne with the work, and
that speedily, is to our mind obvious, The per-
formance of this duty, however, will necessitate
fin authoritutive assertion of one or another of
the principles embodied in the propesitions to
be acted upon. Between the priociple of Mr,
Stevens' bill and the principle of Mr, Sumner's
re<olutions the ditterence i entirely abstract.
Practically, it "matiers cowparatively licile
whether we deelure 1ho Siates non existent, and
legisiute necordingly, or whether we proceed on
the hypothesis that the States still live, but that
their disloyal orenntzations have been erushed,
and that their luhabltants must conlorm to the
will of Congress touchlog the organizatious to
be created. The theoreticat difference is never-
theless of suflicient importance to be weighed
carefully with a yiew to the constitutional justi-
flontion of the course pursued,

Again, either. ol these plans
wenially from the iden which
.'-?muldim'_‘h resolation, To a cevtaln extent,
that is illogical. It presupposos as well the
continued existonce of the Btates within the
Union, s the sufficiency of local organization s
growing out of President Johnson's provisional
interference and dicintlon; yet it concedes Lo
Congress the right to pass uwpon the loecal
forms of government, and o exact conformity
to 118 standard of the republican form. It
Congress may do this, it may do more. And
the power which may do thls or more may
dispense with the ratitication of the Amend-
ment by the South

Here, then, s the pith of the question as now
it stands nt Washington. By why of compro-
mise, Congreéss I8 asked Lo consider the expe-
dienoy of rengwing the offer of the amendment
#s an olive branch to the SBouth; this time de-
claring it to be the condition of restoration,
provided there be nothing in local law or forms
at vorignce with the spirit of recent Federal
legislation, Or, epurniog compromise, and dis-
